;Mr lientou ro»t, m,ij sai»l that this report was of a 
nature to deserve sojiit-ntrention, before it left the cham­ 
ber of the Henate, and went v. 
committee, from which 
it might not return in time for eoi..;,ieratioii at this ses­ 
sion. 
It had been called for under cn.,,„i»tances which 
attracted attention, and disclosed inforinat*.»n vvhich de­ 
served to ho known. 
It was called for early ¡n May, 
in the crisis of the alarm operations, and with couuJent 
asserlions that the answer to the call would prove I'l« 
distres.s and the .sidi'erings of the country. 
It v'as 
coniidently asserted that the Secretary of the Treasu­ 
ry h;ul over-estimated thethe revenues of the year ; 
that there would be a «ireat fallinij off — a decline— 
a bankruptcy— that 
conlidence wjis destroyed— en­ 
terprise checked—industry paralyzed commerce sus­ 
pended ! that direful act of one man, in one dire 
order, had changed tlie face of the country, from a 
.scene of unparalleled pro.sperity to u scene of unparal­ 
leled desolation ! that the canal was a solitude, the 
lake a desert waste of w'aters, the ocean without shi|)s, 
the commercial towns deserted, silent, and sad i orders 
lor goods coHiitermanded ; foreign j^rchases stopped ! 
and that the answer of the Secretary would prove all 
this, in showing the falsity of his own estimates, and 
the great decline in the revenue and importations of the 
country. 
Such were the asseitiou.s and tlie jiredictions 
under which tlie call was made, and to which the pub­ 
lic attention was attracted hy every device of theatrical 
declamation from this Hoor. 
W ell, the answer comoj. 
'1 he Secretary sends in his report, with every statement 
called for. It is a report to make the patriots’» heat rejoice! 
liill of high and gratifying facts ; replete with rich infor­ 
mation; and pregnant with evidences of national pros­ 
perity. 
J Iovv is it received— how received hy those who called 
for it ? 
VVith downcast looks, and wordless tongues ! A 
niotiou Ls even made to stop the reading ! to sto{» tlie 
reading ol such a report ! called for under such circum­ 
stances ! while whole days are given up to reading tlie 
iiumotonous, tantologous, and endle.ss repetitions of the 
flistress memorials, the echo of our own speeclies, and 
the thousandth edition of the same work, without emen­ 
dation or correction ! all these can be read, and jirinted 
too, and lauded with studied eulogitim, and their con­ 
tents sent out to the people, freighted upon every wiiul; 
but this official report of the Secretary of the 'rreasury 
u|roa the state of their own revenues, and of their own 
commerce, called for by an order of tlie Senate, is to 
be treated like an unwelcome and worthless iuliudcr ; 
received without a word— not even read—slipped out 
upon a motion— disposed of as the Abbe Sieyes voted 
for the death of Louis the Sixteenth, ?norl 
sans 
phrase ! death, without talk ! 
Hut he, Mr B., did not 
mean to sutier this report to be despatched in tliis un­ 
ceremonious and compendious style. 
It had been called 
for to he given to the people, and the people should 
hear of it. 
It was not what was expected, but it is what 
is true, and what will rejoice the heart of every patriot 
ill America. 
A pit was dug for Mr Taney ; the dig­ 
gers of the pit have fallen into it ; the fault is not his ; 
and the sooner they clamber out, the better for them­ 
selves. 
The people have a right to know the contents 
of this report, and know them they shall ; and if there 
is any man in this America, whose heart isso construct­ 
ed as to grieve over the prosperity of his country, let 
him prepare hiaistdf for sorrow , for the proof is forth­ 
coming, that never since our America had a place 
jiinong nations, was tlie prosperity of the country eipial 
to whut it is at this day. 
Mr 13. then reijuested the Secretary of tlio Senate to 
scud him the report, and comparative statement, which 
being done, Mr B. opened the report, and went over the 
heads of it to show that the Secretary of the Treasury 
had not over-estimated the revmiue of the year ; that 
the revenue, was in fact, superior to the estimate ; and 
that the importations would equal, if not exceed, the 
liighest amount that they had ever attained. 
To appreciate the statements which ho should make, 
Mr B. said it was necessary for the Senate to recollect 
that the list of dutiable articles was now greatly reduced. 
Many articles were now free of duty, vvhich formerly 
paid heavy duties ; many others were reduced in iluty ; 
and the fair etl'ect of these abolitions, and reductions, 
would be a diminution of revenue even without a dimi- 
iiutioa ol imports ; yet the Secretary’s estimate, made 
at the coniiiieucement of the session, was more than 
realized, and showed the gratifying spectacle of a full 
and overtlowiiig 'I'reasury, in.steud of the empty one 
which had been predicted ; and left to Congress the 
gratelul occupation of further reducing taxes instead of 
the odious ta.sk of borrowing uioiiey, as hud been so 
loudly anticipated lor six months past. 
T he revenue 
accruing from imports in the tirst quarter of the present 
year, was 5,:314,540 dollars; the payments actually 
made into the 'I’reasury from the Custoa-houses for the 
same quarter, was 4,435,‘380 dollars ; and the payments 
Ironi lands for the same time, was l,398,*20{i dollars,— 
Tlie two first months of the second quarter were produ­ 
cing ill a lull ratio to the first quarter ; and the actual 
amount ot available funds in the 'I’reasury on the 9th 
day of this month, was LLFA'EX MILLlOxNS, 'lAV O 
IIL X D R L U A M )

The two last quarters of the year were always most 
productive. 
It was the time of the largest importation.s 
of foreign goods which pay most duty— the woollens— 
and the sea.soii also for the largest sale of public lands : it 
is well believed that the estimate will ho more largely ex­ 
ceeded ill those two quarters, than in the two fir.st ; and 
that the excess for the whole year, over tlie estimate, 
will be lull two millions of dollars. 
'I’his, Mr B. saul, 
was one of the evidences of pulitic prosperitv whioh the 
report contained ; and which utterly contrudictcd the 
idea of distress and commercia! e;iiharrassment which 
had been propagated, from this Cliumher, for the last 
six months. 
Mr B, propedcd to the next evidence of com.uercial 
prosperitv ; it was in the increa.sed importation.^ i f for- 
eign goods, 
'rhe.se imports, judging from the live first 
uioiitiis, would he seven iiiillioas more than they were 
two years ago, when tlie Bank of the V. fcitates had 
Havciity millions loaned out ; and they were twenty mil­ 
lions more than iu the time of 5Ir Adams’s administra­ 
tion. 
At the rate they had commenced, they would 
amount to one hundred and ten millions for the ye ir,— 
was known in our country. 
I lie imports, for the time that Bresident Jackson has 
served, have regularly advanced from about 74 millions 
to 108 millioas. 
'Lhe following is the statement of these 
imports, from wl.ich Mr B. read :

Mr B, said that the 
¡iii|iort.s of tiie last year were 
greater iu proportion, than in any previous year ; a tem­ 
porary decline might reiwonahly have been evpected ; 
such declines always take place after excessive impor­ 
tations. 
If it had occurred now, though naturally to 
have been expected, tlie fact would luive been trumpet­ 
ed forth Î1.S the infallible sign— the 
jiroof ¡losilive^—of 
commercial distress, occasioned by the fatal removal of 
the deposites. 
But, as there was no decline, hut, on 
the contrary, an actual incn*ase, he must claim the evi­ 
dence for the other side of the account ; and set it 
down as proof positive, that commerce is not destroyed ; 
and, consequently, that the removal of the deposites did 
not destroy commerce. 
'I'he next evidence of commercial prosperity vvhich 
.Mr B. would exliihit to the Senate, was in the increased, 
and increasing, number of ship arrivals from foreign 
ports, 
'i'he numbers of arrivals for the iiiorith of .May, 
in Now York, was 223, exceeding hy 3(i those of the 
month of .\pril, and showing not only a great, hut an 
increasing activity in the commerce of that great einpo- 
riuin— lie would not say of the I'nited States, or even 
.Xorth America— hut lie would call it that great em­ 
porium of the two America.s, and of the New W orld; 
lor the goods imported to that place were theiice dis­ 
tributed to every p a rro f the two .‘\m ericas, from the 
(.'anadian lakes to Capo Horn. 


A third evidence of national prospeiity was in the 
sales of the publie lauds. 
Mr B. had, on u former occa­ 
sion, adverted to tlmso sales, so far as the first (¡uarter 
was concerned ; and luid shown that instead of falling 
oft, as had been predieted on this iioor, the revenue 
Irom the sales of the.se IiuhIs hud actually doubled, and 
more than doubled, what they were in the first (juarter 
of 1S33. 
'Hie receipts for iand.s, for the first quarter, 
were .$fit)8,o2G ; for the first ijuarter of the present 
year they were, $ I ,398,2Ufi ; being two to one, and 
$GÜ,UÜ() over ! 
T he receipts for the two first months 
of the second quarter, were uLso kivowii, and would 
carry the revenue from lauds, for the first five months of 
this year, to two millioas of dollars; iudicating five 
millions for the whole year ; an ciiormou.s amount, 
from vvhich file people of the new States ought to be] 
in some degree, relieved, by a reduction iu the price of 
lands. 
Mr B. begged, iu the most emphatic terms, to 
remind the Bemite, that at the commencement of the 
session, the sales of the public lands were selected as 
one of the criterion.» hy which the ruin and desolation ofj 
the country was to be judged. 
It was then predicted, 
and the prediction put forth with all the boldness of in- 
liillihle prophecy, that the removal of the deposites 
would stop the sales of the pulilic lands ; that money 
would disappear ; and the I’eojiie have nothing to buy 
with ; that the produce of the earth would rot upon the 
liaruls ol the fanner. 
'I’he.se were the predictions ; 
and if the sales Had really declined, what a proof 
W'ould immediately he found m Itie laei u» 
truth of the prophecy, and the dire efiects of changing 
the public moneys from one set of banking houses to 
another ! But there is no decline ; hut a doubling of the 
former product ; and a fair conclusion thence deduced 
that the new estates, in tlie interior, are as prosperous 
as the old ones, on the sea coast. 
Having proved the general prosperity o f the country 
from these infallible data : fiourisliing revenue— nour­ 
ishing 
commerce— iacreasiid arrivals of ships— and 
increased sales of public lauds, Mr B. said that he was 
far from denying that actual distress had existed. 
He 
had admitted the fact of that distress heretofore, not to 
the extent to which it was charged, hut to a .sufficient 
extent to excite sympathy for the sufierers ; and he dis­ 
tinctly charged the whole distress that did exist to the 
Bank of the I ’nited Btates, ami the Senate of the Eni- 
led States— to the screw and pressure operations of the 
Bank, and the alarm speeches in tlie Senate. 
He had 
made this charge, and made it under a full sense of the 
moral re-spousihility vvhich he owed to tlie People, in 
affirming any thing from this elevated theatre. 
He hud, 
therefore, given his proofs to accompany the charge ; 
and he had now to say to tlie Senate, and through the | 
Senate to the People, that lie found new proofs for that 
charge in the detailed statements of the accruing rev­ 
enue, vvhich had been called for hy the Senate, aud fur­ 
nished hy the Secretary of the 'I'reasury. 
Mr B. said 
he must he pardoned for repeating his request to the 
Benate, to recollect how often they had been told tliat 
trade was paralyzed ; that oider.s for foreign goods 
were countermanded ; that the importing cities were 
the pictures of desolation ; their sliips idle ; 
their 
wharves deserted ; their mariners wandering up and 
down. 
N ew, said Mr B., in looking over the detailed 
statement of the accruing revenue, it was found that 
there was no decline of commerce, except at |ilaces 
where the policy aud power of the Ihiited Btutes Bank 
was ¡iredominarit ! W here that power or policy was pre­ 
dominant, revenue declined ; where it was not predomi­ 
nant, or the policy of the Bank not exerted, the revenue 
iiicrenseil, ami increased fast enough to make up the de­ 
ficiency at the other place.s. 
-Mr 1 5 . proceeded to verify j 
this statement by a reference to specified places. 'I'hus, ) 
at Philadelphia, where the Bank holds its seat of em­ 
pire, the revenue fell oIf about one tlnfd ; it was 797,- 
31G dollars for the first quarter of 18.33, and only 542,- 
498 for the first quarter of 1834. At New Y'ork, where 
the hank has not been able to get the upper hand, 
there was au increase of more than 
120,OtiU dollars ; 
the revenue there for the first quarter of 1833, was 
3,122, Hid ; for the first of 1834, it was 3,219,781) 
dollars. 
At Boston, where the Bank is .again predomi­ 
nant, the revenue fell oft' about one third ; at Bahm ; 
(.Mas.s.) it fell otf lour fifths. 
At Baltimore, where the i 
Bank has been defeated, there vva.s an increa.se iu th e . 
revenue of more than 70,000 dollars ; at Riclnuond, the 1 
revenue was ilouhied, from 12,0.34 dollars to 25,.810j 
dollars ; at ( harleston, it was iucreased from fi9,503 to 
192,810 dollars ; at Petersburg, it was sliglrily increas­ 
ed ; and throughout all the region south of the Potomac, 
there vva.s either au increase, or the .slight falling oil vv hith 
might result from diminished duties without dimiiiisheil 
imporlutioiis. 
Mr B. said that he knew that Bank 
power wa.s prédominant iu sotrie of tin; citi -.s to the 
south ; hut he knew, also, that tiie Bank policy of dis- 
tres.s aud oppre.ssioii hud not been practised there. 
That 
was not the region to he governed hy the scourge. 'I'he 
bight mettle of tliul region required a dili’erent policy? 
gentleness, conciliation, coaxing! 
If the Bouth was to 
he gained over hy the Bank, it vva.s to he doin; hy 
iuvor, not by fear. 
T he scourge, though so much the 
mo.st congenial to tlie haughty .spirit of the moneyed 
power, was only to he apjitied where it would he suh- 
iiiitted to ; and, therefore, the whole region south 
of the Potomac, was exempted from the lash. 
.Mr B. 
pau.'-ed to fix the atlention of the Benuti.* upon these 
facts. 
W here the power of the Bank enabled her to 
depress commerce and sink the revenue, aud her policy 
permitted her to do it, conmierce vva.s depn ssed, anil 
the revenue was sunk, and the prophecies of the di-tress 
orators were fulfilled ; but where her power did not 
predominate, or her policy required a difierent course, 
cumiuerco ¡iicre¿ised, and the revenue iucreased ; and 
the result of the whole Ls, that New York and some 
other anti-hank cities, have gained what Philadelphia 
and other bank cities liavc lost ; aud the federal 'I’reas- 
ury is just as well off, us if it had got its accustomed 
supply from every place. 
'I bis view uffact.s, Mr B. .said, mu.st fasten upon the
